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obedience.*  The  time  will  come,  however  (and 
some  Christians  think  it  not  so  far  distant), 
when  they  are  to  be  restored  to  the  land  of 
their  forefathers.

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  the  land 
of  Canaan  has  been  given  by  God  to  the  seed  of 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  for  an  everlasting

remains  sure. 

The  tract  of  land  is  a  large  one,  namely  : — 

The  Land  of  Canaan  from  the  River  of 
Egypt  to  the  River  Euphrates. 

"The  Lord  made  a  Covenant  with  Abram, 
saying,  '  Unto  thy  seed  have  I  given  this  land, 
from  the  river  of  Egypt  unto  the  great  river, 
the  river  Euphrates.' '  Gen.  xv.  18. 

"'And  I  will  give  unto  thee,  and  to  thy 
seed  after  thee,  the  land  wherein  thou  art  a 
stranger,  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  for  an  ever- 
lasting possession  ;  and  I  will  be  their  God.' " 

Gen.  xvii.  8. 

There  are  some  people  who  contend  that 
if  the  Jews  were  to  return  to  "their  land,"  it 
would  not  be  sufficiently  large.  These  people, 
however,  think  of  the  promised  land  as  "  Pales- 
tine," and  not  the  large  area  which  still  waits 
to  be  occupied  by  the  Hebrew  race  when  they 
return  from  their  long  exile. 
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Hosea,  in  his  prophecy,  states  :— 

"  The  children  of  Israel  shall  abide  many  days 
withoitt  a  king,  and  without  a  prince,  and  without  a 
sacrifice,  and  without  an  image,  and  without  an  ephod, 
and  without  teraphim  : 
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"  Afterward  shall  the  children  of  Israel  return,  and 
seek  the  LORD  their  God,  and  David  their  King ;  and 
shall  fear  the  LORD  and  His  goodness  in  the  latter  days" 

Hosea  iii.  4-5. 

The  note  of  Israel's  restoration — of  a  good 
time  in  the  future — is  here  foretold,  when 
their  ingathering  is  to  be  looked  for,  and  their 
redemption  is  drawing  near  ;  when  Israel  shall 
again  see  their  Lord  and  King,  and  when  they 
shall  be  glad  to  say,  "  Blessed  is  He  that 
cometh  in  the  name  of  the  LORD." 

How  this  return  is  to  take  place  is  strikingly 
set  forth  in  Isaiah  xi. 

"And  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  root  of 
Jesse,  which  shall  stand  for  an  ensign  of  the 
people  ;  to  it  shall  the  Gentiles  *  seek  :  and  His 
rest  shall  be  glorious. 

"  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day, 
that  the  Lord  shall  set  His  hand  again  the 
second  time  to  recover  the  remnant  of  His 
people,  which  shall  be  left,  from  Assyria.f  and 
from  Egypt, \  from  Pathros,  and  from  Cush, 
and  from  Elam,  and  from  Shinar,  and  from 
Hamath,  and  from  the  islands  of  the  sea.

THE    NEW   COVENANT. 


ALL  mankind,  both  Jew  and  Gentile,  are 
now  living  in  the  dispensation  of  "  the  New 
Covenant "  or  Testament,  although  many  of 
the  Hebrew  race  still  have  their  ears  closed 
to  its  message,  and  their  hearts  closed  to  their 
Saviour  and  Redeemer. 

It  must  be  impressed  upon  the  Jewish* 
people,  however,  that  this  Covenant  has  a 
more  extended  connection  to  the  Jew  than  to 
the  Gentile.  Both  at  the  present  time  are 
invited  to  embrace  by  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  the  New  Covenant  in  its  spiritual 
blessing,  but  to  the  Hebrew  it  has  a  further 
significance,  for  the  day  will  come — "when  the 
fulness  of  the  Gentile  be  come  in " — that  the 
blindness  which  in  part  is  happened  to 

*  Israel  and  Judab  are  here  meant. 
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Israel  *  "  will  be  removed,  and  a  New  Heart 
will  be  given  to  them,"  not  as  "an  elect  rem- 
nant," but  to  Israel  as  "a  people."  f  It  seems 
from  Scripture  that  Judah  and  Israel  will 
return  to  Canaan  and  will  again  become  "one 
Nation  "  in  the  land,  which  will  be  blessed  and 
fruitful.  Their  Messiah,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
will  reveal  Himself  to  them  there,  even  to 
those  who  up  to  that  time  will  have  remained 
in  unbelief,  and  the  Lord  will  betroth  them 
unto  Himself  for  ever.

THE  EVERLASTING  COVENANT 
OF  PEACE.J 

" '  I  will  bring  them  out  from  the  people,  and  gather 
them  from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their 
own  land,  and  feed  them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel 
by  the  rivers,  and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the 
country.  I  will  feed  them  in  a  good  pasture,  and 
upon  the  high  mountains  of  Israel  shall  their  fold  be  :

"  '  /  will  feed  My  flock,  and  /  will  cause  them  to  lie 
down,'  saith  the  Lord  GOD.  .  .  . 

" '  And  I  will  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and  He 
shall  feed  them,  even  My  servant  David ;  He  shall 
feed  them,  and  He  shall  be  their  Shepherd  And  I  the 
LORD  will  be  their  God,  and  My  servant  David  a 
prince  among  them ;  I  the  LORD  have  spoken  it. 

"  '  And  I  will  make  with  them  A  COVENANT  OF 
PEACE,*  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of 
the  land  :  and  they  shall  dwell  safely  in  the  wilderness 
and  sleep  in  the  woods.

delivered  them  out  of  the  hand  of  those  that  served 
themselves  of  them. 

"  '  And  they  shall  no  more  be  a  prey  to  the  heathen, 
neither  shall  the  beast  of  the  land  devour  them ;  but 
they  shall  dwell  safely,  and  none  shall  make  them 
afraid. 

"  '  And  I  will  raise  up  for  them  a  plant  of  renown,  and 
they  shall  be  no  more  consumed  with  hunger  in  the 
land,  neither  bear  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more. 

"  '  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  the  LORD  their  God  am 
with  them,  and  that  they,  even  the  house  of  Israel,  are 
My  people,'  saith  the  Lord  GOD.  '  And  ye  My  flock,

shall  they  defile  themselves  any  more  with  their  idols, 
nor  with  their  detestable  things,  nor  with  any  of  their 
transgressions  :  but  I  will  save  them  out  of  all  their 
dwelling-places,  wherein  they  have  sinned,  and  will 
cleanse  them  :  so  shall  they  be  My  people,  and  I  will 
be  their  God. 

"  '  And  David  My  servant  shall  be  king  over  them  ; 
and  they  all  shall  have  one  Shepherd  :  they  shall  also 
walk  in  My  judgments,  and  observe  My  statutes,  and 
do  them. 

"  'And  they  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I  have  given 
unto  Jacob  My  servant,  wherein  your  fathers  have 
dwelt ;  and  they  shall  dwell  therein,  even  they,  and 
their  children,  and  their  children's  children  for  ever : 
and  My  servant  David  shall  be  their  prince  for  ever. 

"  '  Moreover  I  will  make  A  COVENANT  OF  PEACE  * 
with  them;  it  shall  be  an  everlasting  covenant  with 
them  :•  and  I  will  place  them,  and  multiply  them,  and 
will  set  MY  SANCTUAR  Y  in  the  midst  of  them  for  ever- 
more.

I 
will  even  betroth  thee  unto  Me  in  faithfulness :  and 
thou  shalt  know  the  LORD. 

"  '  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  1^  will  hear,' 
saith  the  LORD,  '  I  will  hear  the  heavens,  and  they  shall 
hear  the  earth  ;  and  the  earth  shall  hear  the  corn,  and 
the  wine,  and  the  oil ;  and  they  shall  hear  Jezreel.

CHAPTER    XLVI. 

REPENTANCE    AND    CONFESSION. 

ON  THE  PART  OF  THE  HEBREW  RACE. 


MAY  not  the  time  for  the  return  of  the 
chosen  people  be  drawing  nigh  ?  Even  now 
are  there  not  signs  which  seem  to  herald  the 
approach  of  a  great  change  ? 

May  not  "the  Zionist  Movement"  be  the 
birthpangs  of  the  conception  of  the  Jewish 
people  to  again  have  a  National  life  of  their 
own,  which  is  only  possible  to  their  minds  with 
a  return  to  their  own  land  ;  and  may  not  the 
Great  War  be  the  means  used  to  open  Palestine 
and  Mesopotamia  to  the  Hebrew  race  ?  May 
not  God  even  now  be  shaking  all  nations,  to 
make  the  return  of  His  own  people  possible  ? 

It  will  be  well  therefore  to  consider  very 
briefly  what  each  individual  child  of  Abraham  * 
should  do  in  order  to  further  this  great  deliver- 
ance and  secure  their  national  restoration. 

The  need    of   Repentance  and   Confession 


*  The  Hebrews. 
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on  the  part  of  the  Hebrew  People  is  an  essential 
condition  to  their  return  to  the  land  of  their 
ancestors. 

"  '  If  they  shall  confess  their  iniquity,  and  the  iniquity 
of  their  fathers,  with  their  trespass  which  they  trespassed 
against  Me,  and  that  also  they  have  walked  contrary 
unto  Me  ;  and  that  I  also  have  walked  contrary  unto 
them,  and  have  brought  them  into  the  land  of  their 
enemies;  if  then  their  uncircumcised  hearts  be  humbled, 
and  they  then  accept  of  the  punishment  of  their  iniquity  : 
then  will  I  remember  My  Covenant  with  Jacob, 
and  also  My  Covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  My 
Covenant  with  Abraham  will  I  remember ;  and  /  will 
remember  the  land.  The  land  also  shall  be  left  of  them, 
and  shall  enjoy  her  sabbaths,  while  she  lieth  desolate 
without  them  :  and  they  shall  accept  of  the  punishment 
of  their  iniquity :  because,  even  because  they  despised 
My  judgments,  and  because  their  soul  abhorred  My 
statutes. 

"  '  And  yet  for  all  that,  when  they  be  in  the  land  of 
their  enemies,  I  will  not  cast  them  away,  neither  will  I 
abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly,  and  to  break  My 
Covenant  with  them ;  for  I  am  the  LORD  their  God. 
But  I  will  for  their  sakes  remember  the  covenant  of 
their  ancestors,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt  in  the  sight  of  the  heathen,  that  I  might  be  their 
God  :  I  am  the  LORD.'  "  *  Lev.  xxvi.  40-45.

"  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  all  these  things 
are  come  upon  thee,  the  blessing  and  the  curse,  which 
I  have  set  before  thee,  and  thoti  shalt  call  them  to  mind

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among  all  the  nations,  whither  the  LORD  thy  God  hath 
driven  thee,  and  shalt  return  iinto  the  LORD  thy  God,  and 
shalt  obey  His  Voice  according  to  all  that  I  command 
thee  this  day,  thou  and  thy  children,  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul ;  that  then  the  LORD  thy 
God  will  turn  thy  captivity,  and  have  compassion  upon 
thee,  and  will  return,  and  gather  thce  from  all  the 
nations,  whither  the  L  ORD  thy  God  hath  scattered  thee. 
If  any  of  thine  be  driven  out  ^mto  the  outmost  parts  of 
heaven,  from  thence  will  the  LORD  thy  God  gather  thee, 
and  from  thence  will  He  fetch  thee :  and  the  LORD 
thy  God  will  bring  thee  into  the  land  which  thy  fathers 
possessed,  and  thou  shalt  possess  it,  and  He  will  do 
thee  good,  and  multiply  thee  above  thy  fathers. 

"  And  the  LORD  thy  God  will  circumcise  thine  heart, 
and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  LORD  thy  God 
with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou 
mayest  live. 

•  "  And  the  LORD  thy  God  will  put  all  these  curses 
upon  thine  enemies,  and  on  them  that  hate  thee,  which 
persecuted  thee.  And  thou  shalt  return  and  obey  the 
voice  of  the  LORD,  and  do  all  His  commandments 
which  I  command  thee  this  day. 

"  And  the  LORD  thy  God  will  make  thee  plenteous 
in  every  work  of  thine  hand,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy 
land  for  good :  for  the  LORD  will  again  rejoice  over 
thee  for  good,  as  He  rejoiced  over  thy  fathers. 

"  If  thou  shalt  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  LORD 
thy  God,  to  keep  His  commandments  and  His 
statutes  which  are  written  in  this  book  of  the  law, 
and  if  thou  turn  unto  the  LORD  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul.  .  .  . 

"  Therefore  choose  life,  that  both  thou  and  thy 
seed  may  live  : 
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"That  thou  mayest  love  the  LORD  thy  God,  and 
that  thou  mayest  obey  His  voice,  and  that  thou  mayest 
cleave  unto  Him :  for  He  is  thy  life,  and  the  length  of 
thy  days :  that  thou  mayest  dwell  in  the  land  which  the 
LORD  sware  unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac, 
and  to  Jacob,  to  give  them."*  Dent.  xxx.  i-io,  19,  20. 

May  the  Jews  therefore  in  all  lands  where 
they  are  scattered  do  their  share  by  "  repent- 
ance "  and  confession  to  bring  about  this  great 
deliverance. 

"  Rejoice,  O  ye  nations,  with  His  people  : 
For  He  will  avenge  the  blood  of  His  servants, 
And  will  render  vengeance  to  His  adversaries, 
And  will  make  expiation  for  His  land  for  His  people?  \

CHAPTER   XLVII. 


THE  RETURN  OF  THE  LORD  JESUS 
CHRIST. 


IT  appears  from  the  Holy  Scriptures  that  a 
large  number  of  Jews*  will  return  to  their  own 
land  without  having  accepted  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  Saviour  and  Messiah  ;  and  prior 
to  His  coming  there  will  be  "  a  period"  of  great 
anguish  for  all  people.  "  A  time  of  trouble, 
such  as  never  was  since  there  was  a  nation,"  as 
recorded  by  Daniel  :— 

"  At  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up,  the  great 
prince  which  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy  people  : 
and  there  shall  be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as  never  was 
since  there  was  a  nation,  even  to  that  same  time  :  and 
at  that  time  thy  people  shall  be  delivered,  every  one 
that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  book."  Dan.  xii.  i. 

Zechariah  shows  how  the  house  of  David 
and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  will  be  con- 
verted in  the  land  about  that  time. 

The  Lord  says  (in  Zech.  xii.  9,  TO)  :— 

"  I  will  seek  to  destroy  all  the  nations 
that  come  against  Jerusalem.

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"  And  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of 
David,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jeru- 
salem, the  spirit  of  grace  and  of  supplica- 
tions :  and  they  shall  look  upon  Me  whom 
they  have  pierced,  and  they  shall  mourn 
for  Him,  as  one  mourneth  for  his  only  son, 
and  shall  be  in  bitterness  for  Him,  as  one 
that  is  in  bitterness  for  his  firstborn." 

In  the  xivth  chapter  of  Zechariah  the 
prophet  describes  the  actual  coming  of  the 
LORD* 

"  Behold,  the  day  of  the  LORD  cometh,  and  thy  spoil 
shall  be  divided  in  the  midst  of  thee. 

"  For  I  will  gather  all  nations  against  Jems alem  to 
battle  ;  and  the  city  shall  be  taken,  and  the  houses 
rifled,  and  the  women  ravished ;  and  half  of  the  city 
shall  go  forth  into  captivity,  and  the  residue  of  the 
people  shall  not  be  cut  off  from  the  city. 

"  Then  shall  the  LORD  go  forth,  and  fight  against 
those  nations,  as  when  He  fought  in  the  day  of  battle. 

"  And  His  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day  upon  the  mount 
of  Olives,  which  is  before  Jerusalem  on  the  east,  and 
the  mount  of  Olives  shall  cleave  in  the  midst  thereof 
toward  the  east  and  toward  the  west,  and  there  shall 
be  a  very  great  valley ;  and  half  of  the  mountain  shall 
remove  toward  the  north,  and  half  of  it  toward  the  south. 
And  ye  shall  flee  to  the  valley  of  the  mountains ;  for 
the  valley  of  the  mountains  shall  reach  unto  Azal.  .  .  . 

"  And  the  LORD  my  God  shall  come,  and  ALL  THE 
SAINTS  with  Thee.  .  .  .

Jitde  14.     "  Behold  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thousands  of  His  saints;" 
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"  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the 
light  shall  not  be  clear,  nor  dark  :  but  it  shall  be  one 
day  which  shall  be  known  to  the  LORD,  not  day,  nor 
night  :  but  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  at  evening  time 
it  shall  be  light. 

"  And  it  shall  be  in  that  day,  that  living  waters  shall 
go  out  from  Jerusalem ;  half  of  them  toward  the  former 
sea,  and  half  of  them  toward  the  hinder  sea :  in  summer 
and  in  winter  shall  it  be. 

"And  the  LORD  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth  : 

"  /;/  that  day  shall  there  be  one  LORD,  and  His  name 
one. 

"  All  the  land  shall  be  turned  as  a  plain  from  Geba 
to  Rimmon  south  of  Jerusalem  :  and  it  shall  be  lifted 
up,  and  inhabited  in  her  place,  from  Benjamin's  gate 
unto  the  place  of  the  first  gate,  unto  the  corner  gate, 
and  from  the  tower  of  Hananeel  unto  the  king's  wine- 
presses. And  men  shall  dwell  in  it,  and  there  shall  be 
no  more  utter  destruction ;  but  Jerusalem  shall  be 
safely  inhabited."  Zech.  xiv.  i-u.* 

In  connection  with  the  reign  and  worship 
of  the  Lord  of  hosts  in  Jerusalem,  there  will  be 
also  the  annual  celebration  of  "  The  Feast  of 
Tabernacles."  The  feasts  of  "  Passover  "  and 
"  Pentecost,"  have  already  witnessed  to  "  the 
Lamb  slain — the  death  of  Jesus  Christ,"  and 
"  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit " ;  but  the 
"  Feast  of  Tabernacles  " — that  feast  of  joy, 
that  thanksgiving  for  the  completion  of  the 
ingathering,f  still  waits  its  final  triumph.

"  '  Behold,  the  days  come,'  saith  the  LORD,  '  that  I 
will  raise  unto  David  a  righteous  Branch,  and  a  King 
shall  reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  execute  judgment  and 
justice  in  the  earth. 

"  In  His  days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  shall 
dwell  safely :  and  this  is  His  name  whereby  He  shall  be 
called, '  The  LORD  our  righteousness'  Therefore,  behold, 
the  days  come,'  saith  the  LORD,  '  that  they  shall  no  more 
say,  The  LORD  liveth,  which  brought  up  the  children  of 
Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  but,  The  LORD  liveth, 
which  brought  up  and  which  led  the  seed  of  the  house  of 
Israel  out  of  the  north  country,  and  from  all  countries 
whither  I  had  driven  them  ;  and  they  shall  dwell  in  their 
own  land.'  " 

Reference  is  also  made  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment to  the  return  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
By  Jesus  Himself:— 

"  They  (of  Judea)  shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all 
nations  :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the 
Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled. 

"  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the  moon, 
and  in  the  stars ;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations, 
with  perplexity  ;  the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring ;  men's 
hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  after  those 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :  for  the  powers 
of  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then  shall  they  see  the 
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Son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud  with  power  and  great 
glory.  And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass* 
then  look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads  ;  for  your  redemp- 
tion draweth  nigh"  Luke  xxi.  24-28. 

"  Ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right 
hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven." 

Mark  xiv.  62. 

Matt.  xxiv.   30.     After   the    tribulation    of 
those  days  :— 

"  Then  shall  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  man  in 
heaven :  and  then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth 
mourn,  and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in 
the  clouds  of  heaven  with  power  and  great  glory. 

"  And  He  shall  send  His  angels  with  a  great  sound 
of  a  trumpet,  and  they  shall  gather  together  His  elect 
from  the  four  winds,  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the 
other."  See  Matt.  xxii.  29-31. 

At  the  ascension  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
the  angels  said  to  the  disciples  :— 

"  '  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into 
heaven  ?  this,  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from 
you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
have  seen  Him  go  into  heaven'  "  Acts  i.  n. 

The  early  Church  also  gives  its  witness. 

"  For  yet  a  little  while,  and  He  that  shall  come  will 
come,*  and  will  not  tarry."  Heb.  x.  37. 

"  God  also  hath  highly  exalted  Him,  and  given  Him 
a  name  which  is  above  every  name  :  that  at  the  name 
of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth ;  and 
that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father."  Phil.  ii.  9-11. 


THE    EVERLASTINGf   COVENANT 
WITH   JERUSALEM.^ 

JESUS  SAID:  " '  YE  SHALL  NOT  SEE  ME  HENCEFORTH,  TILL  YE 
SHALL  SAY,  BLESSED  IS  HE  THAT  COMETH*  IN  THE  NAME  OF 
THE  LORD.'  "  St.  Matt,  xxiii.  39. 


The  period  of  the  re-establishment  of  the 
Covenant  blessings  with  Jerusalem  will  then 
have  commenced  :— 

"  I  will  make  her  that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her 
that  was  cast  off  a  strong  nation  :  and  the  LORD  shall 
reign  over  them  in  Mount  Zion  from  henceforth,  even 
for  ever."  Micah  iv.  7. 

The  promises  in  Jer.  iii.  and  xxxi.  will  be 
a  reality. 

"  '  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  ye  be  multiplied 
and  increased  in  the  land,  in  those  days,'  saith  the 
LORD,  'they  shall  say  no  more,  The  ark  of  the  covenant 
of  the  LORD :  neither  shall  it  come  to  mind ;  neither 
shall  they  remember  it;  neither  shall  they  visit  it; 
neither  shall  that  be  done  any  more. 

" '  At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  7WE 
THRONE  OF  THE  LORD  ,-  and  all  the  nations  shall 
be  gathered  imto  it,  to  the  name  of  the  LORD,  tojemsalem  :

"  '  In  those  days  the  house  of  Judah  shall  walk  with 
the  house  of  Israel,  and  they  shall  come  together  out 
of  the  land  of  the  north  to  the  land  that  I  have  given 
for  an  inheritance  unto  your  fathers."'  Jer.  iii.  16-18. 

" '  Behold,  the  days  come,'  saith  the  LORD,  '  that 
the  city  shall  be  built  to  the  LORD  from  the  tower  of 
Hananeel  unto  the  gate  of  the  corner. 

" '  And  the  measuring  line  shall  yet  go  forth  over 
against  it  upon  the  hill  Gareb,  and  shall  compass  about 
to  Goath. 

"  '  And  the  whole  valley  of  the  dead  bodies,  and  of 
the  ashes,  and  all  the  fields  unto  the  brook  of  Kidron, 
unto  the  corner  of  the  horse  gate  toward  the  east,  shall 
be  holy  unto  the  LORD  ;  it  shall  not  be  plucked  up,  nor 

thrown  down  any  more/^r  ever.1 "

The    prophet    Zephaniah   gives    the    same 
message  :— 

" '  Therefore  wait  ye  upon  Me,'  saith  the  LORD,

For  My  determination  is  to  gather  the  nations, 
That  I  may  assemble  the  kingdoms, 
To  pour  upon  them  Mine  indignation,  even  all  My 

fierce  anger  : 
For  all  the  earth  shall  be  devoured  with  the  fire  of  My 

jealousy,*

Some  of  the  prophecies  are  seemingly  being  fulfilled  at  the  present  time. 

The  Rev.  S ,  in  an  interesting  lecture,  stated  that  when  he  was  "a  boy" 

the  gates  of  Jerusalem  were  shut  every  evening  at  sunset,  but  since  then  so 
many  Jews  have  returned  to  Jerusalem,  that  it  is  now  impossible  to  keep  them 
constantly  shut  owing  to  the  commerce  and  intercourse  of  those  outside  with  those 
inside  the  city. 

"Therefore  thy  gates  shall  l>c  open  continually  ;  they  shall  not  be  shut  day  nor 
night ;  that  men  may  bring  unto  thee  the  forces  of  the  Gentiles,  and  that  their 
kings  may  be  brought."  Isaiah  Ix.  n. 
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For  then  will  /  turn  to  the  people  a  pure  langtiage, 
That  they  may  all  call  upon  the  name  of  the  LORD, 
To  serve  Him  with  one  consent.  .  .  . 
"  '  Sing,  O  daughter  of  Zion  ; 
Shout,  O  Israel ; 
Be  glad  and  rejoice  with  all  the  heart, 

0  daughter  of  Jerusalem. 

The  LORD  hath  taken  away  thy  judgments, 

He  hath  cast  out  thine  enemy  : 

The  king  of  Israel,  even  the  LORD  is  in  the  midst  of 

thee  : 

Thou  shalt  not  see  evil  any  more. 
In  that  day  it  shall  be  said  to  Jerusalem, 
'  Fear  thou  not ' ; 

And  to  Zion,  '  Let  not  thine  hands  be  slack.' 
The  LORD  thy  God  in  the  midst  of  thee  is  mighty ; 
He  will  save, 

He  will  rejoice  over  thee  with  joy  ; 
He  will  rest  in  His  love, 
He  will  joy  over  thee  with  singing. 

1  will  gather  them  that  are  sorrowful  for  the  solemn 

assembly, 
Who  are  of  thee,  to  whom  the  reproach  of  it  was  a 

burden. 

Behold,  at  that  time  I  will  undo  all  that  afflict  thee : 
I  will  save  her  that  halteth, 
And  gather  her  that  was  driven  out ; 
And  I  will  get  them  praise  and  fame

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  before  they  call,  I  will 
answer ; 

And  while  they  are  yet  speaking,  I  will  hear. 

The  wolf  and  the  lamb  shall  feed  together, 

And  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  bullock  : 

And  dust  shall  be  the  serpent's  meat. 

They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  My  holy  moun- 
tain,' saith  the  LORD."     Isaiah  Ixv.  17-25.*

THE    HEAVENLY   JERUSALEM. 

THE  re-establishment  of  the  glory  of  "  the 
earthly  Jerusalem"  and  the  return  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  to  reign  in  the  midst  of  restored 
Israel  and  Judah,  must  not  be  confounded  with 
"  the  glory  of  the  heavenly  Jerusalem." 

The  distinction  is  clearly  pointed  out  in 
Gal.  iv.  25-26,  when  St.  Paul  speaks  of— 

Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in 
bondage  with  her  children, 

as  contrasted  with— 

Jerusalem   which    is   above   is    free, 
which  is  the  mother  of  us  all. 

Among  the  citizens  of  the  heavenly  Jerusalem 
are  all  those  who  have  been  redeemed  by  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ,  both  Jew  and  Gentile, 
out  of  every  nation  under  heaven. 

To  every  believer  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
it  may  be  said  :— 

"  Ye  are  come  unto  mount  Sion,  and  unto  the  city 
of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem*  and  to  an 
innumerable  company  of  angels,  to  tlie  general  assembly, 
and  chtirch  of  the  firstborn,  which  are  written  in  heaven, 
and  to  God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just 
men  made  perfect,  and  to  Jesus  the  Mediator  of  the 
New  Covenant,  and  to  the  blood  of  sprinkling,  that 
speaketh  better  things  than  that  of  Abel." 

Heb.  xii.  22-24.

THE    RICHES    OF    THE    GLORY  OF  HIS    INHERITANCE 
IN    THE    SAINTS. 

Oh,  that  one  could  express  in  a  few  words 
the  glory  of  this  inheritance,  that  one  could

1.  To  seek  an  entrance  into  the  heavenly 
kingdom,  which  is  open  to  all  *  who  accept 
the     Lord    Jesus    Christ    as     their     own 
personal    Saviour,  and    by    receiving    the 
adoption  of   children   (or  the    position    of 
sons)    share    the    lot    of    those    who    are 
blessed  by  God  with  all  spiritual  blessings 
in  heavenly  places  in  Christ.     See  Eph.  i.  3. 

2.  That  they  might  become  members  of 
tJie  Church  of  the  living  God,  that  Church 
which    is    formed    by  the    union    into  one 
body  of  all  those  who  believe  in  Christ,  f 

"  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one 
body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether 
we  be  bond  or  free ;  and  have  been  all  made  to 
drink  into  one  Spirit."  i  Cor.  xii.  13.

GLIMPSES  OF  FUTURE  GLORY. 

HEIRS  OF  GOD — JOINT-HEIRS  WITH  CHRIST 

—is  the  heritage  of  the  Believers  in  the  Lord 

Jesus  Christ,  and  we  have  glimpses  given  us  of 

what  will  be  their  portion  when   He  comes  in 

glory — glimpses  only, 

"  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass, 
darkly  ;  but  then  face  to  face  :  now  I  know 
in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as 
also  I  am  known'  i  Cor.  xiii.  12. 

"  The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our 
spirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of  God  :  and 
if  children,  then  heirs,  heirs  of  God,  and  joint- 
heirs  with  Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with 
Him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified  together; 
for  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present 
time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  ns." 

Rom.  viii.  16-18. 

*  This  is  the  fulfilment  of  part  of  the  Everlasting  Covenant  to  Abraham. 

"  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was  accounted  to  him  for  righteousness. 

"  Know  ye  therefore  that  they  which  are  of  faith,  the  same  are  the  children  of 
Abraham.  And  the  Scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify  the  heathen  through 
faith,  preached  before  the  Gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying,  '  In  thee  shall  all  nations 
be  blessed.'  "  Gal.  iii.

Him  that  overcometh  will  I  make  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of  My  God,  and 
he  shall  go  no  more  out :  and  I  will  write  upon  him  the  name  of  My  God,  and  the 
name  of  the  city  of  My  God,  which  is  new  Jerusalem,  which  comet h  down  out  of 
heaven  from  My  God  :  and  I  will  write  upon  him  My  new  name.' "  Rev.  iii.  12. 

Read  Rev.  xxi.,  xxii. 
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Special  mention  must  be  made  here  of  this 
last  book  of  the  New  Testament,  "  THE 
REVELATION  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  DIVINE,"  which 
should  be  carefully  studied  by  all,  with  the 
prayer  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  reveal  the  true 
meaning  :— 

"The  Revelation  of  JESUS  CHRIST, 
which  God  gave  unto  Him,  to  shew  unto 
His  servants  things  which  must  shortly 
come  to  pass ;  and  He  sent  and  signified  it 
by  His  angel  unto  His  servant  John : 
who  bare  record  of  the  word  of  God, 
and  of  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
of  all  things  that  he  saw. 

"  Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and  they 
that  hear  the  words  of  this  prophecy,  and 
keep  those  things  which  are  written  there- 
in :  for  the  time  is  at  hand." 

Rev.  i.  1-3. 

It  is  not  the  intention  in  these  pages  to  go 
more  fully  into  the  fulfilment  of  prophecy  ;  it  is 
hoped  however  that  this  short  study  of  "  The 
Covenants  of  God  "  has  shown  how  faithful  the 
.Lord  God  is  to  His  promises,  both  eternal  and 
material,  and  how  in  consequence  of  the  com- 
plete failure  of  His  creatures  to  do  their  part  of 
the  Covenant  conditions,  He  has  sent  His  only 
begotten  Son,  to  redeem  mankind  (both  Jew 
and  Gentile)  from  their  sins,  and  to  reinstate 
those  who  believe  in  their  Saviour  into  the 
privileges  they  have  forfeited,  and  elevate  them 
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to  the    position  of  sons  of  God*    and    "joint 
heirs  with  Christ." 

Through  the  redeeming  power  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Hebrew  Race  are  also  to 
be  re-established  in  their  own  land,  and  are 
yet  to  obtain  the  unfulfilled  blessings  of  the 
Covenants  the  LORD  God  made  with  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  Moses,  David,  and  with  the 
city  of  Jerusalem,  as  well  as  the  GREATER 

BLESSINGS  OF  THE  NEW  COVENANT. 

"  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,f  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive.  But  every  man  in  his 
own  order :  Christ  the  firstfruits ;  afterward 
they  that  are  Christ's  at  His  coming.  Then 
cometh  the  end,  when  He  shall  have  delivered 
up  the  kingdom  to  God.  even  the  Father ; 
when  He  shall  have  put  down  all  rule  and  all 
authority  and  power.  For  He  must  reign  till 
He  hath  put  all  enemies  under  His  feet.  The 
last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death. 
For  He  hath  put  all  things  under  His  feet. 

"  But  when  He  saith  '  All  things  are  put 
under  Him,'  it  is  manifest  that  He  is  excepted, 
which  did  put  all  things  under  Him. 

"  And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto 
Him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  Himself  be  sub- 
ject unto  Him  that  put  all  things  under  Him, 
that  God  may  be  all  in  all."  i  Cor.  xv.  22-28.

Gal.  iv.  4-7  : — "  When  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  His  Son, 
made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  Jaw,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the  law, 
that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.

And  what  is  the  exceeding  greatness  of  His  power  to

A  TESTIMONY  OF  ST.  PAUL. 

"  I  count  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord  .  .  .  that  I  may  win 
Christ,  and  be  found  in  Him,  not  having  mine  own  righteous- 
ness, which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  through  the  faith 
of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of  God  by  faith  :  that  I 
may  know  Him,  and  the  power  of  His  resurrection,  and 
the  fellowship  of  His  sufferings,  being  made  conformable 
unto  His  death :  if  by  any  means  I  might  attain  unto  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead.  .  .  . 

"  Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to  have  apprehended  :  but 
this  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind, 
and  reaching  forth  to  those  things  which  are  before, 
I  press  toward  the  mark 

for  the  prize 
of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."
